WANTS EMPEROR RESTORED

Pekin. December 6.—Mr. Conger, the 
United States minister, and the other for- 

enn envoys received today a letter 
signed by Kang Yu Wel, the well-known 
Cantonese reformer, who was formerly 
an advisor of Emperor Kwang Su and 
who has always been favorable to for- 
eigners. 

Kane Yu Wel says that great calami- 
ties have befallen China through the em- 
press dowager and also in consequence Of 
her advisers. Prince Tuan. Prince Ching, 
Yunz Lu. Yang Yi, Chao Shu Chiao, 
Muang Ru.

He says ho is thankful that the foreign- 
ers held out in the legation bulidings in 
Pekin and that all the Chinese who un- 
derstand the law of nations regret the 
murder of Baron von Ketteler. He then 
says he desires to make some suggestions 
which will “insure the just punishment of 
the real culprits, satisfaction to the 4if- 
ferent untries and a permanent settle- 
ment of the international relations of

1. That the empress and her advisers 
should not be allowed to negotiate the 


peace.

2. That the emperor, who is a friend of

Unless Yung Lu, Prince Tuan and the 
others are severely dealt with Kang Yu 
Wel contends they will continua to say 
that the foreigners are powerless. 

»The forelaners should nut rely upon 
the viceroys.“ continues the Cantonese 
reformer.

Should the emperor 
be restored the empire would rejoice. The 
emperor's party consists of the most en- 
lightened men who are friendly to for- 
elgners and desire to incorporate western 
civilization and culture in an ancient 
country.”

Secrolay lt Ne Opposed

PRESIDENT AND SECRETARY 
OF STATE ARE TOGETHER 


Enactment of Nicaragua Canal Leg- 
islativn During Present Session 
of Congress Will Be Pre- 
vented by Placing Amend- 
ments on the Bill.

Washington, December 7.—(Special.)— 
Secretary Hay believes that the amend- 
ment of the Hay-Paancefote treaty will 
recult in such delay as will make the en- 
actment of Nicaragua canal legislation 
impossible ät this. Session of congress, 
aud that would mean no canal bill for at 
least a year. 

The secretary of state refrains—and 
very naturally—from commenting for 
publication or in any official way upon 
the work of congress, because he regards 
such comment beyond the province of 
the executive branch of the government; 
Lut in his heart-to heart talks with 
friends he does not hesitate to express 


his opinion that the senators who are 


sincerely in favor of early canal legisia- 
tion will greatly injure their cause by 
tacking on to the treaty any of the 
amendments they have under considera- 
tion. : 
First of all, there fs absolutely no as- 
svrance that Great Britain will accept 
the amendment. Senator Lodge has said 
he was perfectly certain that the pro- 
posed change would not meet any ob- 
section from Great Britain, but I have it 
from the beat possible source that there 
has been no intimation on that line from 
Great Britain. There in no way such a 
thing could have, been asked for with ony 
eelf-reapect on the part of this govern- 
ment, and certainly no way in which this 
could have deen volunteered. The pres 
dent nor Secretafy May have ever had 
anything like assure of this kind. 
Mr. Lodge: talke with great positiveness 
of what he knows.to be the case, but that 
it is probablyDeamete he is from Boston, 
and believer be know everything. But, 
even if there should be no objection on 
the part of England, though the tone of 
the British press indicates otherwise, 
there would still be an almost certain 
delay that would carry the canal bill 
over to another session. 

In the ordinary course of procedure, 
the acceptance by the Rritish’ govern-— 
ment of the changed treaty and the ex- 
change of ratifications could be accom- 
plished before the 4th of March, when. 
this session of congress expires, at least 
Secretary Hay believes, and he is in a 
pesition to know. The secretary has 
herd work concealing his exasperation at 
the attitude of republican senators. He 
regards the Davis amendment as nothlng 
more or less than a slap at himself and 
the ‘president. The republicans who 
argue for the amendment do 0 on the 
ground that it means nothing, and that 
they are willing to adopt It to please the 
few who are insisting upon it. Mr. Hay 
believes that if the republican leaders 
would make a straight-out fight for the 
ratification of the.treaty aa ft stands, and 
would make it clear that any amendment 
endar gering canal legislation, they would 
secure ratification. At the same time he 


and President McKinley would rather 


have the treaty aménded in this way 
than to have no treaty at all, for they 
fear that, as the result of. the present 
agitation, congress would, if the treaty 
falls, promptly pass a bill declaring the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty abrogated. That 
would result in unnecessary and unpleas- 
ant complications, as they see it. Late 
this afternoon the senate decided that it 
would vote on the amendments on next 
Thursday afternoon. The present indi- 
cations are that the Davis amendment 
will be adopted, and that ainended in this 
way the treaty will be ratified. The pop- 
ular idea that this amendment allows 
fortifications is hardly warranted, though 
acrre of the senators supporting it seem. 
to think it does. The Davis amendment 
was copied after the language of the Bueg 
canal treaty, and provides that “none of 
the conditions and stipulations—relative 
to neutrality—shall apply to measures 
which the Unked States may find it 
necessary to take for seouring by its own 
forces the defense of the United States 
ond the maint2nance of the public order. 
A subsequent section of the treaty pro- 
vides explicitly that there shall be no 
fcrtifications. 

During the executive session of the 
senate today Mr. Teller, of Colomda, 
spoke vigorously in opposition to the 
treaty.

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DEPOT BILL MAY COME UP TUESDAY; 
BIBB'S LAWMAKERS CONTRASTED 


The indications point to the consid- 
eration of the depot bill in the house of 
representatives on next Tuesday, the last 
day on which it can go through with a 
chance to pass the senate. The house 
will have a full attendance on that day, 
and, recognizing the importance of depot 
legislation, it is very probable that the 
steering committee will make the meas- 
ure the special order for Tuesday.

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PAYNE SUBMITS REPORT 
CUTTING WAR REVENUE TAX

Washington, December 7.—Chairman 
Payne, of the ways and means commit- 
tee, today submitted the report of that 
committee signed by all the republican 
members in favor of the bill reducing the 
war revenue taxes about $40,000,000. The 


report says, in part:

253, and the 
expenditures at $607,773,253, which would 
leave an estimated surplus of $80,000,000, 
For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1902, 
the secretary of the treasury estimates 
the revenues at $716,633,042, and the ex- 
penditures at $690,374,804, leaving an esti- 
mated surplus of only $26,258, 237. It will 
be seen that for 1903 there is an estimated 
increase in the revenue of $29,000,000 over 
the previous year, and an increase of 
expenditures of nearly $83,000,000. 

»The committee is inclined to take a 
more conservative view of the amount 
of expenditures necessary for the year 
ending June 30, 1902; at the same time 
they are anxious to avoid any deficiency 
in the future. They deem it safe to 
make a reduction of about $40,000,000, while 
the secretary of the treasury in his report 


suggests a reduction of only $30,000,000 in 


the revenue.

ALABAMA CONVENTION 
BILL WILL SOON BE LAW 


Montgomery, Ala., 
cial.)—The senate today passed the house 
bill providing for the holding of a con- 


vention to formulate a new constitution 


for Alabama. The bill will likely receive 
the governor's approval without delay. It 
provides for a state primary to be held 
next April to determine whether such 
convention shall be held the following 
month, and leo to nominate the members 
of the convention. The convention will 
consist of 180 members, 100 to be selected 
by the counties in proportion as the coun- 
tie® are represented in the lower house, 
and fifty-five to be chosen from the state 
at large. The convention will sit for 
fifty working days, and will very natur- 
ally be the most important gathering held 
in the state for a quarter of a century. 

The bill proposing ah appropriation of 
$100,000 to the Montevallo Girls’ school 
was reported by the house committtee 
with an amendment reducing the amount 
of the appropriation to $66,000. After con- 
siderable debate the bill, as amended, 
passed by a safe majority. It is proposed 
that when the school succeeds in selling 
to advantage the 26,000 acres of land re- 
cently deeded to it by the general gov- 
ernment, a portion of the state’s gift will 
be returned. 

The bill seeking to forbid the sale of 
oplum, morphine and other like drugs in 
the state without the prescription of a 
physician, was overwhelmingly defeated 
in the house today. It wasthought this 
bill had a substantial following, but they 
were not present at voting time.

The anti-cigarette bill is still on the sen- 
ate calendar, and will likely be put on its 
passage tomorrow. 

The constitutional bill passed the sen- 
ate today by a vote of 18 to 10, and will 
now become the law as soon as the gov- 
ernor affixes his signature. There were 
many explanations made by members as 
to their votea, but mast of them felt 
bound by the caucus to vote for the meas- 
ure, although in several instances they 
admitted that they were elected and in- 
atructed to vote against the calling of a 
convention. The power of the caucus 
was invoked, and in this instance forced 
the members to vote for a measure to 
which they were opp ‘and against 
which they were instructed to yote by 
their constituents. There were several 
members who openly declared them- 
selves against the measure and would go 
home and have no explanations to make 
to their constituents. | 

Acting Governor Jelka is known to be 
in favor of the measure, and it will be 
signed, it is said, with the same pen 
which Governor Johnston used in killing 
once before. This pen has been safely 
guarded by a strong advocate of the 
measure 80 as to be used when the bill 
would be passed.

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WOMAN’S BUILDING AT THE 
GEORGIA STATE FARM BURNS 


Milledgeville, Ga., December 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Just at dark this afternoon a tele- 
phone message from the state farm tok 
the people of this place that the woman's 
building at the state prison farm was 
rapidly burning to the ground. The mes- 
sage requested that men be rushed im- 
mediately to the scene of the conflagra- 
tion to assist in guarding the convicts, 
and a great many of our citizens rushed 
out to the scene. Occasional arrivals from 
the farm announced that all the convicts 
are safe and most of them guarded, some 
few having escaped. The dullding caught 
fire this afternoon about f o'clock. The 
cause, while not accurately known, is suP- 
posed to be of an incendiary nature. 

The blase wag first discovered in the 
bospital, and the buliding, being entirely 
of wood, was soon in a sheet of flames. 
Captain Foster, the superintendent of the 
farm, as soon as it was made known to 


him, organised a force of guards ana 
trusties from the male building, which 


darns, 


is about a mile from the female building, 


and went to the assistance of Mr. All- 
good, who officers that department of the 
institution. With the ald of this impro- 
vised fire brigade, the outbuildings, 
etc., were eaved, though they 
were in close proximity to the burning 
building and in tmminent danger. 
A scarcity ok water made all 
efforts to contro! thé flames absolutely 
insignificant, and now the building is in 
a smoldering heap. 

No provision having been made for 
protection from fire at the institution, the 
people were absolutely powerless. This 
important need was seen by the commis- 
sion some time ago, and a system of 
waterworks is now under constructién, 
but is too Incomplete to be of any ser- 
vice whatever. 

As far as can be ascertained, the builld- 
ing was not insured and is an absolute

Mr. Hardy, a junior, was elected man- 
ager, and Mr. Johr Wing, a sophmore, 
assistant manager. It was the desire of 
the committee to get as many upper 
Classmen as possible on the staff. The 
plan of editing the paper is one which 
has never been trie i before at tho uni- 
versity. Each one of the six editors is 
to have a chance to be editor in chef. 
None of the editurs have any definite 
place fgned them, and this moving 
system will prevent any assignment. It 
ie an excellent staff. and should bring 
out a good magasine. Professor Park, 
who is behind the magazine; and whose 
infivence has done more than any one else 
to starting it again, expresses “imself as 
theroughly mtisfied with the staff.

THe Afternoon Session. 

As an aftermath of the dilatory prac- 
tice indulged in at the morning session 
to work the defeat of the depot bill. 


Representative Toomer, of Ware. offered 


at the afternoon session a resolution 
making the number of members of the 
steering committee seven, instead of five. 
Very little opposition manifested itself 
and later during the session Speaker 
Little appointed Mr. Toomer, of Ware, 
and Mr. Reid. of Campbell. 

No effort whatever was made at the 
afternoon session to take up the depot 
measure. The session was calm and 
Quiet compared with the stormy moraing 
session. The steering committee return- 
ed a report providing for a number of 
general and local bills going on their 
passage. 

Joint Report on Home. 

A report of the condition of the Sol- 
diers’ Home building, on the part of voth 
house and senate, was submitted by 
Representative Everett, of Stewart. The 
report Indicates that the bullding is in 
very rood condition, with a slate root 
practically unimpaired. The joint com- 
mittee expressed the belief that the Sol- 
dlers' Home in ita present condition was 
cood enough for the reception of inmates 
and that it could be placed in first-ciass 
repair by expending $1,400, The report of 
the committee satisfies the minda of a 
large number of members and the indica- 
tiona now look to the passage of the 
measure, 

Representative Hardwick, of Waashing- 
ton, offered a@ resolution providing for a 
night seaeion, beginning at 8 o'clock and 
ending at 10 o'clock. The member f:om 
Washington notified the house that un- 
less a night sesslon waa held a areat 
many general and local bills that would 
otherwise pass would be defeated. The 
resolution for the night session went 
through almost unan!mousiy. 

Money for Sanitarium. 


The house took up the bill by Mr. 
Howard, of Baldwin, calling for an ap- 
propriation of $150,000 for the use of the 
trustees of the state sanitarium at Mul- 
ledgeville in erecting an annex to that in- 
stitution. Mr. Howard, of Baldwin, call- 
ed the attention of the committee of the 
whole house to the crowded condition of 
the sanitarium. 

“The appropriation is actually needed,” 
said Mr. Howard, “in order to keep men 
and women who ghould be at the sani- 
tarium out of the county jails. It is a 
matter of actual necessity and it is the 
duty of the house to pass this bill.“ 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, recognized the 
crowded condition of the sanitarium, but 
he was opposed to making the appropria- 
tion over $100,000. 

“I do not think,” said Mr. Hall, “that 
there should be any more inmates at Mil- 
ledgeville than at present. The institu- 
tion, I am informed, is already the seo 
ond largest in the world.“ 

Mr. Blue, of Marion, offered an amend- 
ment making the appropriation $100,000, 
stating at the time that a trustee of the 
asylum had informed him that $100,000 
would be enough. The member frem 
Baldwin rose again to enter a protest. He 
demanded the large appropriation in the 
interest of humanity. “I am appealing 
not for me and mine, gentlemen,” said 
Mr. Howard. “but for yours and mine 
jointly.”’ 

Mr. King. of Fulton. and Mr. Ham- 
mock, of Randolph, made e-oquent ap- 
peals for the sanitarium. 

The committee of the whole house 
voted down the amendment to make the 
appropriation $100,000 and returned the 
bill to the house with an almost unani- 
mous vote. ( 

On the call for the ayes and noes the 
bill passed by a vote of 113 to 6. 

Reformatory Bill Passes. 


One of tha first bills taken up under 
the direction of the steering committee 
was that by Mr. Wright. of Floyd, to ex- 
tend the scope of the poor farms in such 
counties as desire it. 

Mr. Wright's bill provides for the estab- 
lishment of homes for abandoned chil- 
dren, for children reared under immural 
influences, for young children convicted 
of crime whenever two-thirds of a grand 
jury Shall so recommend in any county. 
The homes to be estabiished upon the 
poor farms of the counties, 

No child can be placed in the homes ex- 
cept upon hearing had and order passed 
by the judge of the superior court. It 
provides for the maintenance and edu- 


cation of such children. 

The Wright bill passed without debate 
by a vote of % to 10.

MONEY FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


Coin for Circulation in the Islands Is 
a Necessity. 


Washington, December 7.—The cabinet 
meeting today was largely devoted to a 
discussion of the question of coinage for 
the Philippine islands and as a result it 
is probable that the secretary of war will 
request a hearing on the subject before 
one of the committees of congress. Near- 
ly all the business of the islands is 
transacted in Mexican dollars and army 
commissaries and other supolies with 
United States money are at times great- 
ly embarrassed in makina purchases 
from the Filipinos by the fact that know- 
ing nothing of our money or its value the 
latter often refuse to. accept it. The 
proposition which seems to havt met 
with favor with the administration is to 
purchase silver bullionat the present 
market price and coin it into distinctive 
dollars having a gold value of about 80 
cents each. These dollars probably will 
contain a little less silver than the pres- 
ent standard dollars. It is hoped that by 
the early action of congress the new 
coins may be put into circulation before a 
great while. The cabinet also discussed 
the house bill revising the war revenue 
act.

‘Phe tel- 
egram brought good news to the commit- 
tee, and it was decided best for the com- 
mittee to await the return of Colonel 


| Hemphill and hear his report of the im- 


pression made on the industrial conven- 
tion by the proposed exposition, pefore 
any plans were formulated. 

Although no meeting was held, an in- 
formal discussion bearing on the expo- 
sition was engaged in and developed some 
interesting features. Major Mims was 
present, and among other things, stated 
that he thought the city government 
could be depended upon to pom bet Pos 

tion enterprise by an ap

And now that the Textile exposition 
seems assured, several stockholders in the 
Amusement Company have been ap- 
proached by speculators, who are offer- 
ing them 30 cents and 50 cents on the 
dollar for their stock. It seems to be their 
intention to purchase a controlling inter- 
est jn the company and then to com- 
pel the new exposition company to pay 
dearly for the grounds and buildings. 

The members of the committee were 
very indignant when informed of this 
action of the speculatoys, and they decid- 
ed to at once put the Amusement Com- 
pany’s stockholders on their guard 
The company is com- 
posed of prominent citizens, who are de- 
sirous of assisting in every manner pos- 
sible the proposed exposition.

TOBACCO AXES IMMENSE 


Georgia Holds Record for Tilicit Dis- 
tilling Business. 


045 ARRESTS MABE IN TIS STATE 


A Total of 76,778 Bushels of Corn 
and Malt Utilized in Georgia in 
Making Whisky. 

— 

The annual report of the commissioner 
of internal revenue has been issued by the 
revenue department and contains much 
valuable information. The report deals 
with the work of the different revenue 
agents throughout thé union. and shows 
the different sources from which the gov- 
ernment derives millions of dollars. 

The report places the amount of money 
received by the revenue department in 
taxes during the past year at $29,316,- 
107.57, this collection breaking the record 
for the past ten years. Of this immensc 
amount the states of Illinois and New 
York pay about o The receipts 
from Illinois were $62,237,729.32, while New 
York contributed 846, 4, 15.22. 

The report, as relates to Georgia, is very 
interesting. Among other things, it shows 
that this state holds the record, in rgfer- 
ence to illicit stills, or, in other words, 
the profession of “moonshining.” North 
Carolina, however, is a close second. 

The number of stills reported destroyed 
in Georgia is 678, the number removed 90, 
and the record of arrests is 36. The 
amount of money expended in accomplish- . 
ing the above result was $10,600.48. David 
A. Gates is the agent in charge of the 
district embracing Georgia. 

North Carolina has 4 record of 43 
stills destroyed and 62 arrests made; $17,- 
066.97 was the amount Of money necessary 
to bring the North Carolina illicit distill- 
ers to a forcible realization that Uncle 
Sam had somewhat of a claim on their 
business. This record shows thatgGeor- 
gia accomplished a gréater amount of 
work with a less amount of money, than 
did North Carolina. California has a 
record of-only one still removed. 

Of the amount of material used in the 
production of distilled spirits, the report 
shows that in Georgia 11,380 bushels of 
malt and @,442 bushels of corn were 
utilise@, making a total of 76,772 bushels. 

Another interesting item in the report 
shows the recipts from tobacco taxes. 
The total amount collected in the Unit- 
ed States was 950,022,007.%4, an increase 
over last year of §7,768,781.83. Of this 
amount, smoking and chewing tobacco 
realized $5,023,255 and snuff netted $338,- 
202.70. 

There was an increase in cigarette taxes 
of 96,552.82 on cigarettes selling at . 
per 1,000, and a decrease of $250,567.77 on 
those selling at $1.0 per 1,00, which 
makes it apparent that the people are 
smoking a better gradeof cigarettes than 
formerly. The quantity of tobacco uttiil- 
ized in the United States during the past 
year was 311,363,738 pounds. The report 
shows that seventy-nine cigar factories 
in Georgia manufactured 4,144,206 cigars 
during the year. . ; 

The report on oleomargarine is another 
important item. The stal prod of

The total 
amount produced since 1886, when the oleo- 
margarine law went into effect, is 754,645,-

The police were all agog yesterday over 
a little case which had been made against 
a Decatur street merchant named Spring- 
er. The case was docketed by Patrolman 
Jeff Whitley under orders from Sergeant 
McCurdy and what made the affair a 
sensation in police circles was the part 
taken by a police commissioner and the 
chief of police. 

Before it was over with, the chief had 
Officer Whitley tn hie office for a private 
talk and as Whitley was known as one 
of the most conscientious and painstak- 
ing officers on the force, the matter cre 
ated all kinds of discussion. 

Sergeant McCurdy had evidence to prove 
that Springer had blockaded the sidewalk 
for several’ days and he told Patrolman 
Whitley to make a case if the obstruction 
was not removed. The case was made. 

It must be remembered right here that 
Springer recently appeared before the 
board of police commissioners with thir- 
teen charges against Officer Whitley 
about a 10-cent pair of socks which 
a negro had bought. All the charges 
were peremptorily dismissed before a wit- 
ness was heard. It is reasoned from this 
that Springer has not the kindest feelings 
in the world for the policeman.

Industries Have Orders Booked To 

Einploy Their Machinery at 
Nearly Full Capacity Dur- 
ing Months When Cur- 
tailment Is Usual. 


New York, December 7—R. G Dun & Ca. 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

» Rusiness le progressing along conservative 
lines. It is without excitement and without 
great apeculative activity, but with a confi- 
dent undertone. which ta explained by the 
fact that leading cenecerna in most of the 
great industries have orders booked to employ 
their machinery at nearly full eanacity dur- 
ine the monthe when curtatiment ie usual, 
No net reduction tn working force has up- 
peared in the last fortnight, and a readjuat- 
ment of wages echeduled in some branches: 
of the steel trade ta affected without trouble, 
Prices of commodities are generally steady, 
and holiday trade ts brisk at all points The 
south de particularly cheerful, with cotton firm 
and the rice crop coming in at very full 
prices. 

There is no cause for alarm in the small 
volume of new business at tron and steel cen- 
ters. With the first sign of higher prices 
there came forward such a flood of contracts 
that mills and furnaces booked orders suffi- 
clent to keep their full force employed for 
months. Hence there has come a more quiet 
condition with less bidding for products. For- 
tunately quotations were not forced up un- 
reasonably during the weeks of great activ- 
ity, and there is no sign of depression. On 
the other hand, bars are more firmly held, 
while many idie milla have resumed in this 
department, and sheet makers also insist on 
better terms. Other forms ‘of finished ma- 
terial are steady, and at most points pig is 
unchanged, although concessions are made for 
Bessemer at Pittsburg. Numerous bridges 
are being erected by the railroads, and a 
heavy tonnage of structural steel is taken. 
Other railway supplies are in active demand, 
with rolling stock urgently sought. Business 
in iron is partially brisk at Chicago, with 
slight moderation in domestic buying. More 
attention is given to exports. 

“Aside from a further advance of 7c in 
men's kip boots and firmness in grain shoes, 
the market for footwear has quieted down, 
but with no disposition to recede from the 
general higher range established last week. 
Makers have fewer new orders, however, and 
heavy winter footwear has been purchased 
for the season's requirements. The customary 
holiday demand has not appeared, though re- 
tailers have full lines' of fancy shoes and 
slippers. There is a shortage in some grades 
of hemlock sole, but leather has ceased to 
advance. Hides are easier, especially for 
country lines at Chicago. Even after the de- 
cline of the past two weeks the average is 
above the closing prices of October. 

Wool remains’ steady, and sales are less 
than half last year's. Manufacturers, purchase 
carefully, and the goods market is unusually 
dull for the season. A

Eduard Strauss and his orchestra of 
Vienna will not play at the Grand opera 
house tomorrow night. 

The managers of the famous composer 
and director will not place themselves 
in the attitude of being lawbreakers, but 
will heed the order of the chief of police, 
although it means a loss of $2,000 to them. 

Judge Howard Van Epps, who repre- 
sents the Eduard Strauss orchestra eof 
Vienna, in an interview last night and in 
stating whether there would be an at- 
tempt upon the part of the Strauss peo- 
ple to have the concert notwithstanding 
the order of the police commissioners, 
stated: 

“Of course not. Mr. George N. Loomis, 
the business manager of the Strauss com- 
pany, was in Mobile on Wednesday last, 
when he first received information as 
to the action of the ministers and the 
police board. He immediately came to 
Atlanta, arriving here Thursday, to in- 
quire into the matter. His first step 
was to receive legal advice, Mr. Loomis 
stating that neither he personally, nor 
‘the company he represented, were law- 
breakers, or would give their consent to 
the violation of any law. 

“The statute of the state forbids the 
carrying on of any one's ordinary busi- 
ness or calling on the Sabbath day, ex- 
cept in cases of charity or necessity. The 
holding even of a sacred concert on the

admission to the same, is within the .let- 
ter of this law. It is not a work of 
either charity or necessity, nor is the 
publication of a daily newspaper issued 
on the Sabbath morning and sold on the 
Sabbath day by newsboys, the vending of 
sodawater, etc., a work of charity or 
necessity. These vocations are equally 
within the letter of the law. 

“The concert which Mr. Strauss pro- 
posed to give was of selections from the 
most famous and elevated of the world's 
musical composers. Mr. Loomis, in an 
interview with Dr. Holderby, suggested 
that the programme would be so arranged 
as to present only such compositions as 
were appropriate to the sacred character 
of the day, if the ministers’ committee 
would withdraw their opposition of the 
performance. The ministers’ committee 
held a meeting, and declined to recede 
from the position they had already tak- 
en. At their instance a majority of the 
board of police commissionera had issued 
an order to the chief of police directing 
him to interfere and prevent the giving of 
the proposed concert on Mabbath night. 

“It ia well known that while a sacred 
concert is within the technical letter of 
the law, for many years past such per- 
formances have not only been allowed, 
but encouraged by the city authorities, 
Throughout the summer months hired 
bands played at Grant park, and during 
all of our expositions, fostered by the 
city itself, musical concerts have been 
given on the Sabbath day, vast numbers 
of people resorting thereto and paying 
admission at the gate. Very recently 
the Innes band gave a musical concert 
at the Grand opera house on Sunday 
evening, and the numbers rendered by 
that company were by no means confined 
to sacred music. 

In point of fact, the law has been al- 
lowed to sleep so long and the giving of 
musical concerts on the Sabbath day has 
been so long permitted without objection, 
‘that the management of the Strauss com- 
pany in fixing their date for Atlanta act- 
ed without any,notice whatever that they 
were opposing any statute and running 
counter to the sentiment of any portion 
of our people. They have incurred very 
great expenses in their attempt to grati- 
fy the desire of the citizens of Atlanta, 
and have incurred a loss of not less than 


“Mr. Loomis, however, has all along oc- 
cupied the positio that he would not at- 
tempt to over-ride any law, but that if 
the police commissioners adhered to their 
purpose to Interfere with this concert, his 
management, as good citizens, would 
submit themselves to the law.

Orders To Move Are Expected To Be 
Received Shortly. — 


GOES TO NEW YORK HARBOR 


Two Companies of Eleventh Infantry 
Relieves Battery. 


Scidier Boys Engaged in Two Battles. | 


Their Commander Is Senior 
Colenel of the Army. 


Reliable information was received yes- 
terday to the effect that the bat- 
tery of artillery stationed at Fort 
McPherson will receive orders with- 
in the next few days to proceea 
to New York, where it will garrison one 
of the forts on New York harbor. The 
definite orders have not yet been received, 
but they are expected shortly. 

The battery has been doing garrison 
duty at Fort McPherson for some time, 
but as the two companies of the Eleventh 
infantry will now probably be there for 
some time, the battery will be given a new 
station. The present headquarters of the 
Eleventh is at Fort Washington, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and it is understood thaw 
there is a likelihood of their being re- 
moved to Fort McPherson. If this is done, 
the regimental band will also be stationea 
at the fort. | 
‘The two companies at the fort will at 
once begin the work of cleaning the 
buildings and grounds, and when the sol- 
diers are settled, regular drills and other 
routine features will be inaugurated. Cap- 
tain R. M. Blatchford is the temporary 
commanding officer of the post, but he 
will be relieved in a short time by Major 
J. E. Macklin, who has been detained in 
Porto Rico on courtmartial duty. 

Colonel I. D. DeRussy, commander of 
the regiment, is the senior colonel of the 
United States army. The Eleventh has 
been in Porto Rico for two years ana 
four months and has quite an interesting 
history. The regiment was engaged in 
two battles, the first one being at Homer- 
@ueros and the second at Las Marias. 
The regiment sustained a loss of one 
killed and seventeen wounded. 

In the second battle the Spaniards, King 
Alfonso’s own regiment, was command- 
ed dy the lieutenant colonel, and when 
the American fire became too hot for 
them they deserted their commander. He 
finally leaped from the window of a tuild- 
ing, in attempting to escape, and sus- 
tained a broken leg. He was captured by 
the Americans, was afterwards paroled, 
and he then returned to Spain. After 
reaching there he was arraigned before 
a courtmartial on the charge of cow- 
ardice. The trial, however, resulted in his 
honorable acquittal. 

During their sojourn on the island, the 
officers of the regiment were placed in 
charge of the civil offices and collected 
revenues to the amount of from two to 
two and one-half million dollars each 
year. Four companies of the regiment 
are still garrisoning the island. 

While en route to America the soldiers 
encountered two storma, but no damage 
was sustained. Another interesting inci- 
dent connected with the trip was the 
birth of a child on the tranaport to Mr.
